Have you 
noticed 
the 
great 
Clumber of fireflies or lightning 
bugs that have been displaying 
their tail light1- during the early 
hours of the night, 
particularly 
during the recent hot nights'1 
Out in the open places, such as 
wheat fields, corn fields, and in 
fact almost everywhere, thous­ 
ands of the sparks may bi seen 
within a few minutes, as the cur 
iou? insects come forth from then 
daylight retreat and carry theii 
little 
lanterns 
about, 
flashing 
them off and on at freq uent in­ 
tel vals for hours at a time. 
The typo of fireflies we have 
In this region are 
the 
common 
“lightning bugs,” but in some 
areas, chiefly in the tropics, the 
fire beetles are much larger than 
the ordinary fireflies, and display 
an even greater light than those 
common in this area. 
Many of you are familiar with 
the glowworms that display their 
light on the ground or near the 
ground, and in spading up ground 
Where there is leafmould, in the 
the winter, have found these glove 
Worms even then. 
« 
It may interest you to know 
that tile glowworms are nothing 
more or less than the wingless 
females of one species of the fire­ 
flies. 
So far as known there 
is 
no 
brat about the light displayed bv 
fireflies and the light is supposed 
to be due to oxidation of a sub* 
glance secreted in th* abdomen of 
Hie strange insects.

Infantile Intestinal Ills 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
“SUMMER comp laint” which 
was some form of intestinal infec­ 
tion was once the g reat infant 
killer in this country . It still is in 
many p arts of the world. That it 
has p ractically disap p eared here

is due to the success of the cam­ 
p aig n for clean and p asteurized 
milk. 
Infanta still, howev er, are sub­ 
ject to a g ood many form? of in­ 
testinal up sets, usually taking the 
form of diarrhoea, less frequently 
of constip ation. And no wonder! 
The baby comes into the world 
with a brand new set of intestines, 
but they hav e nev er been tried 
out. And within a few’ day s after 
birth they hav e to dig est and ab­ 
sorb enoug h energ y to keep that 
hot little machine g oing on hig h. 
It is no wonder that this takes 
considerable adjustment in many 
instances. 
In seeking for cause? w-e will 
not consider here the infectious 
diarrhoeas which are due to g erms 
in the milk or food. Those are 
simp ly due to sup reme careless­ 
ness and a reminder of the dark 
ag es. Aside from that there are 
four common causes of infantile 
intestinal up sets. 
Infantile Intestinal Upsets 
1. Ov erfeeding , or im p rop er 
feeding . 
This is the commonest form and 
the easiest to recog nize and to 
correct. It results usually from 
the natural affectionate desire of 
the mother to see the baby g ets 
p lenty to eat or to indulg e it in 
some way . It resp onds quickly to 
a day or two of underfeeding , sim­ 
p ly p lenty of warm, sterile water 
if the sy mp toms are serious 
enoug h. 
The feeding of p ectin 
ag ar, or scrap ed ap p le is almost 
specific as a curativ e ag ent in 
most of these cases. 
2. Diarrhoea due 
to infection 
elsewhere—tonsillitis, middle ear 
infection, bronchitis or any g en­ 
eral infection may touch off the 
baby ’s sensitiv e bowels with an 
ex plosive diarrhoea. Here the log ­ 
ical and natural treatment is to 
go after the underly ing cause. 
3. Mechanical causes. These are 
rarer and more serious. They in­ 
clude all of the structural dis­ 


orders of the intestinal tract, such 
as cong enital dilatation, coeliac 
disea se and tuberculosis. 
The 
mother will finally recognize that 
something is fundamentally WTong 
because no amount of adjustment 
or fix ing of the feedings serves to 
correct the condition. These cases 
are not for amateurs or home 
treatment. You need a doctor and 
a g ood one. 


Nutritional or Metabolic Causes 
4. There remains a g roup which 
can be called the nutritional or 
metabolic set of causes. They are 
fairly frequent, not necessarily 
serious but v ery troublesome. The 
g n a t majority of infants adjust 
themselv es to a feeding ex istence 
w ith no trouble at all, considering 
what a rev olutionary chang e it is 
for the org anism. Infant feeding 
has been broug ht to such a fine 
science that mothers can be g iv en 
a simp le and streamlined set of 
instructions which work like p ut­ 
ting g asoline in a new Ford if y ou 
can remember back that far—to 
the day s of new Fords, I mean. 
But some infants hav e a dig es­ 
tiv e sy stem that is intolerant to 
starch and some that is intolerant 
to fat and some hav e intolerance 
to lots of thing s which is g ener­ 
ally called allerg y and let g o at 
that. Here the mother has to g et 
down to work and take all sorts 
of p ains. No streamlined instruc­ 
tions that av oid trouble for her 
are p ossible. The starch intolerant 
cases beg in to show sy mp toms at 
about the third to the twelfth 
month. The fat intolerant* at one 
to eig ht months. Both kinds usu­ 
ally resp ond well to a hig h p ro­ 
tein diet. 
But in all cases the 
mother must weig h the baby daily , 
study the stools for starch or fat 
indig estion and be ready to chang e 
the feeding formula in accordance 
with conditions.
